3. . Another passage runs thus: — 


‘The use of the article the in the English language is one of the great 
difficulty for foreigners to learn.’ One of difficulty—what sort of English this? 


4, In another passage the writer of the book says that ‘in Sanskrit and 
other inflectional Janguages where nouns undergo changes in the different cases, 
the relationship of a noun to the verb and other nouns cun be at once seen by the 
form of the noun.’ ‘This is not correct, for nobody can tell from the forms Ta. 
and 4%} whether they aro in the objective or in the nominative case. 

6. In another place the writcr says:— 

‘The Sanskrit affixes S| and Sq are used to indicate comparative and 
superlative forms. In Bengali these affixes are not much used. In ordinary 
parlance the words 4." and .6¢% are used to indicate the same meaning without 
the use of the special forms.’

(e)}—Local Self-Government and Municipal Administration. 


12. The Sahachar of the 7th February has the following:— Within 
the area recently incorporated in the Calcutta 
Municipality there is a place near Bhowanipur, 
which is inhabited by very poor peop'e, who find it beyond their power 
to pay taxes at the rate of 193 per cent Moreover, lots of money will 
have to be spent in constructing drains and other things within the place. A 
commissioner has accordingly moved for the appointment of a committee to 
consider whether or not the place should be excluded from the municipal limits. 
The writer is glad that tho motion has been carried and a committee appointed. 
There will be no barm if even one-half of the newly incorporated area is 
excluded from the limits of the municipality. It was a mistake to include 
Alipore within the incorporated area, while the inclusion of villages like Sapur 
and Durgapur within the same area means only increased taxation without any 
corresponding benefit to their habitants. 

The income of the municipality is not sufficient even for its ordina 
expenses, und though only a single road intervenes between Calcutta and 
Garpar, the wants of the latter place have not been properly attended to within 
the five years that have elapsed since the amalgamation. With the exception 
of the laying of a certain number of water-pipes and the setting up of a few 

s posts, nothing worth naming has been done for the improvement of this part 
of the added area. Though overseers are seen there every morning in big 
buggies, and though chaprasis go from house to house threatening owners with 
prosecution for the slight irregularity in depositing house sweepings on the 
streets, nothing has yet been done to improve the sanitation of the place. 
Many of the drains here still remain cutcha and emit horrible smells: water 
and filth are accumulating in them, and no steps are taken to improve them. 
A culvert can cost only some Rs. 25, and yet a small pipe has been allowed to 
do duty for a culvert. From time to time a sahib with a compass and chains 
visits the locality, and a red flag is suspended from a high palm tree; but thére 
the matter ends, and no surveys are made or roads constructed. The people of 
the place have grown perfectly sick of the walers, the buggies, the chaprasis 
and the note books, and it will be a relief to them to have this connection with

the municipality cut off. Garpar is in this predicament simply because it has” 


no representative on the Municipal Board. 


13. The Sanjwant of the 10th February condemns the action of the 
The Calcutta Municipality and Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta in giving their 
their Health Officer. Health Officer, Dr. Simpson, permission to carr 
on private paid work in addition to his official duties, and says that it is due 
solely to his neglect of duty that many parts of the town are still in the 
filthiest condition. If Dr. Simpson is allowed to do private work, why 
should not his native assistants, who get much poorer salaries, be allowed a 
similar privilege ?

15. The Sahachar of the 7th February refers to the rent disturbances in 
The rent disturbances in Assam. Assam, and remarks as follows :— 


The people are disobeying the orders of Go- 
vernment and Government's rent is being collected at the point of the bayonet. 


A spectacle like this was never seen in the country beforo. ‘The very fact that 
& law-abiding and well-disposed people are openly resisting Government 
shows that their- grievances are real. If Mr. Ward had anything to fear from 
his superions, he would not have increased the assessments so much and would 

ave at least waited for the decision of the Government of India in the matter, 
As for the Government of India, it sim ly endorsed the acts of those under 
it during the last five years, Lord‘ Lansdowne used to reject the complaints 
of the people as the doings of the agitators. The writer is glad that the

Englishman and the Indian Daily News have protested against the proceedings 
of the Assam Government in this matter. The sight of the people resorting 
to force is very bad. However, the news that the Government of India is doing 
justice will make the public glad. llow much better would it have been if 
this justice had been done in time? Phere ought to be an enquiry into the 
matter, and the guilty officials should be punished. The raiyats who have 
violated the law no doubt deserve punishment, but considering that they were 
goaded to desperation by the oppressions of Government, they should be 
leniently dealt with It was very improper for the Government to doubie the 
rate of assessment and to ask people to pay at the enhanced rate. 

16. ‘The Sanjivani of the 1th February has received three letters giving 
details of the recent rent disturbances in Assam. 
| ‘They are as follows :— 

(1) The lawlessness which just now prevails in Assam passes description, 
and the raiyats find it difficult to save their lives and property. Owing to 
insufficient rainfall the raiyats reaped a poor harvest this year, and, in spite of 
their distress, they are being compelled to pay rents at the enhanced rates fixed 
by Government under its new land settlement regulations. ‘The raiyats ‘sub- 
mitted a petition to the Government of India protesting against the enhanced 
rates, but have as yet received no reply. In the meantime horrible incidents 
have taken place in consequence of the Government’s attempt to realise rents at 
the enhanced rates. Indeed, the rates at which the raiyats had hitherto paid 
rent was considered excessive, and many of them had to borrow money to meet 
the Government demand even at these rates. When rent came to be doubled, 
the raiyats therefore looked upon the action of Government as an act of sheer 
highhandedness, and they resolved in a body to refuse to pay rent at the 
enhanced rates. They assembled by thousands to protest against the action of 
Government. And the inevitable result of such excited meetings of the masses 
soon followed in the Kamrup district. The raiyats of Rangiya in that district 
looted the shops and set upon the Deputy Commissioner himself. They, 
however, soon got the reward of their folly. or it is said that many of them 
have been wounded by the soldier’s bayonets, and a large number who were 
arrested have been set to digging the foundations of a jail. A strong police 
force has been brought to Kangiya to investigate the cascs against the ralyats. 

But the disturbance at Rangiya was hardly over when a large number of 
raivats in Lachhima in the Barpita subdivision of the same district assembled 
to hold consultations in regard to the payment of rent ‘The Subdivisional 
Officer of Barpeta ordered the police to disperse the assembly; but the raiyats 
sent the police away after having beaten them, and one Haliram Mandal was 
killed. ‘The military were immediately sent for from Gauhati, and it it said 
that these together with the police are committing dreadful oppressions upon the 
people. ‘The Deputy Commissioner has left Rangiya for Lachhima. 

But disturbances are not confined to Kamrup alone. The raiyats of 
Mangaldai in the Darrang district also formed a dharmaghat not to pay rents at 
the enhanced rates. It is said that Mr. Anderson, Deputy Commissioner of 
Tezpur, fired on the raiyats, and killed and wounded a number of them, on 
their refusing to pay rent. ‘Two wounded persons have been brought to the 
Gauhati hospital for treatment, and they say that some ten or twelve persons 
have been killed, and more than one hundred have been wounded. 

The authorities are afraid lest the raryats should attack Gauhati, and have 
therefore brought over one hundred Goorkha so!diers from Shillong. 

Some matters require mention in connection with these disturbances. 
Raiyats who served in Government offices have been sent away, and told to 
bring their rents or to go away for good. Notices have been posted up in 
public places requiring those who want a renewal of their licenses under the 
Arms Act to show rent receipts, without the production of which their licenses 
will not be renewed and their arms have been detained. No raiyat who has not 
paid rent is being allowed to institute any suit. Besides these oppressions, the 
ruyats are being subjected to all sorts of zu/m by the tahsildars, who are dis- 
trammime and putting up to auction all their property. ; 

(2) On the 23rd or 2th Jayuary last the Extra Assistant Commissioner, 
Babu Madhab Chandra Baradalei,dwith a company of armed police, arrived at 
Lachhima in the Barpeta subdivisiin in order to collect rent. At the news of

his arrival about four or five hundred raiyats assembled from all directions and 
requested him to take rent at the old rates pending the decision of the Govern- 
ment of India on their petition. Some thirty or th Boy among these raiyats 
were arrested for refusal to pay rent, and detained in the Extra Assistant 
Commissioner’s camp, and were not released till midnight, when they promised 
to bring their rents on the following morning. The next day the police 
went bayonet in hand to the village Kapla, where, after subjecting the raiyats 
to much oppression, they succeeded in realizing rent from one or two of them. 
On the day after this, Mr. McCabe, Deputy Commissioner, with more than one 
hundred followers consisting of the police and the military, arrived at Lachhima. 
The raiyats submitted a petition to him, but he ordered his sepoys to disperse 
the mob. In doing this the sepoys wounded many of them. One Taju Shekh 
of Barigram in the Dharampur Mauja, and one Latharia Kalita of Namsola in 
the Sarukshetri Mauja, were so severely wounded that they had to be brought 
to the Deputy Commissioner’s camp for treatment. T'aju Shekh is said to have 
since succumbed to his injuries. ‘I'he incident at Kapla, related above, resulted 
in the death of one man named Kaliram Mandal, and in four or five others 
being severely wounded. ae 3 

(3) On the 28th January last, at about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
Deputy Commissioner of Darrang arrived at Pathraghat in the Mangaldai 
sub-division accompanied by more than a dozen sepoys headed by a Captain, 
and sent for the raiyats of those parts. About five to six thousand raiyats 
responded to his call, and when they were asked the reason of their non- 
payment of rent, they told him that they would pay rent immediately on 
receiving a reply to their petition from the Government of India, On this the 
Deputy Commissioner ordered twenty or twenty-five of the raiyats to be 
detained, and the rest to bedismissed, Subsequently, however, the sepoys had to 
fire on the dismissed crowd, killing some and wounding about seventy or eighty. 


Some of the wounded were brought to the Gauhati hospital, where some are. 


recovering, but others have succumbed to their injuries. 
The editor requests Lord Elgin to appoint an upright man like Sir Antony 


MacDonnell, or rather a Commission, to enquire into the circumstances which led 


to these disturbances.

ROT NE ce PE police on the raiyats in Assam, and makes the follow- 
ing remarks :— 

The affair is not a very trifling one. The story of the beastly incident is 
enough to make one’s blood run with lightning speed through one’s veins. 

‘The writer is loath to believe that such abominable things can happen in 
the dominion of the blessed Queen-Empress, but in the present case he cannot 
help believing the story. And why, after all, should he disbelieve it? Is there 
any crime which the police is incapable of committing ? It seems that as carly 
as the month of June last, the people of Assam applied to the Government of 
India, protesting against the increased assessment, and the reply to this applica- 
tion came on the 25th January of 1894! Were Lord Lansdowne and his 
Councillors sleeping all this while? Who is responsible for the lives of the 
raiyats that have been lost in the incident? Lord Elgin is entreated to 
appoint a Commission with the object of ascertaining the facts of the case.

_ As we apprehended, encouraged by the Circular, the Hindus have already 
begun to harass the Musalmans. The Pratikar newspaper of Berhampore has 
protested against cow-slaughter by Musalmans at the village of Khayaramari

Thus the Pratikar is trying to fan the fire of animossity that prevails between 
Hindus and Musalmans. Who shall saythat the Hindus will not harass the 
Musalmans in every place on the strength of this circular? We therefore 
eutreat the Lieutenant-Governor to save the Musalmans from such harassment 
by withdrawing the circular.

: bolt in the blue. ‘The leaders of the Musalman 
community in Calcutta are in avery awkward situation, as they wish to 
maintain their prestige with that community, and are at the same time 
unwilling to offend the Government. The lower classesof Musalmans cannot yet 
bring themselves to believe that the liberal English Government has forbidden 
cow-slaughter, which they have practised for the last 700 years. A deputation 
consisting of certain leading Musalman gentlemen of Calcutta waited upon the 
Licutenant-Governor in conuection with the circular, and His Honour is said 
to have told them to present a memorial on the subject, and to have even 
dictated its wording. ‘The National Muhammadan Association thought it 
necessary to do something in the matter. But opinion was divided ‘as to what 
Should be done. Some proposed that a memorial should be sent to the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, others that a monster-meeting should be held at the Town Hall, 
and others again that addresses should be delivered on the subject in Masjids 
in order to get up a strong agitation. At last a meeting of the Association was 
held at the house of Maulvi siraj-ul-Islam, in which, after much discussion, it

was decided not to send a memorial. till a reply had been reveived to the

This method will 
secure them health, while it will be economical to the country and will not 
interfere with its good administration. It is to be hoped that Lord Elgin will 
follow this method.

And not even Rule 280 of the jail rules 
provides any punishment for this offence. It is true adultery is punishable 
under the Penal Code, but not if a charge is not brought by the husband. §o 
co-habitation with a widow or with a woman in a jail whose husband cannot be 
with her, is not thus punishablo even under the Penal Code. The writer would 
therefore draw the attention of the Legislature, which is just considering the 
Prisons Bill, to the defect in the law, and request it to supply the omission. 


36. The Sulabh Dainik of the 12th February says that considering that 
there is provision for giving religious instruction to 
_ Prisons Bill—moral and religious (hristian prisoners in Indian jails, it is difficult to 
assesses gaps understand why there should not be a similar pro- 
vision in the jails in respect of prisoners of other religious persuasions. There 
can be no doubt that the morality of prisoners will improve under moral and 
religious training. For however obdurate their hearts may have become in the 
course of an inimoral life, such instruction cannot be given to them without 
producing a marvellous effect, especially at a time when they are undergoing 
incarceration and are therefore naturally in a depressed and impressionable 
state of mind. At present the entire routine of a native prisoner's life in jail 
consists in working hard and suffering in silence all the abuse and ill-treatment 
which he receives from the warders, without even hearing one sweet or kind 
word, ) 


87. The Dainik-o-Samachar Chandrika of the 12th February has the 
following in connection with the Bengal Sanitary 
Drainage Bill :— 

‘Lhe Bill is the outcome of the Belvedere Con- 
ference, and its passing will be probably followed by new taxation. But if this 
really happens, it will mean untold sufferings for the people. There is now 
no man like Raja Peary Mohan in the Council, but Mr. WC, Bonerji will, 
it is hoped, take up the cause of the poor.

3. The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland’s reply to the Hon’ble Surendra Nath 
Banerji’s question as to why Act XVI of 1869 is still in force in the Jalpaiguri 
district has given satisfaction to nobody. If Government did not accept as 
correct the opinion of Mr. Justice Rampini and Mr. Finucane that the Act in 
question is no law at all, why did it tell the tca-planters that it was prepared 
to recommend its abolition to the Government of India, and why 1s it that it 
is even now discussing the question of its abolition with the Board and the Law 
Officers? It seems therefore that the view taken of the law by Mr. Justice 


Rampini and Mr. Finucane is the right one. Government will have to repeal 
the law, and Mr. Buckland had to give the reply which he gave, simply because | 


he wanted to keep up the prestige of Government. 


-4. Inreply to the Hon’ble Surendra Nath Banerji’s questions about 
Ali Hossein’s petition, the Hon’ble Mr. Cotton said that the incident referred 
to was unworthy of further notice. Now, the incident may appear trivial to 
Mr. Cotton or to his master, but it will not so appear to the public. The 
natives of this country are frequently insulted by European hakims, and as 
this has the effect of increasing popular discontent, the incident in question 
should not be dismissed as a trifling one. 


39. The same paper of the 15th February, continuing its remarks on the 
interpellations in the last meeting of the Bengal 
Council, writes as follows :— 

1. The Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon’s reply to the 
Hon’ble Mr. L. Ghosh’s question regarding the circular issued by the Com- 
missioner of the Presidency Division will not give satisfaction to the public. 
There would have been some justification for. the circular if it had been issued 
after the elections, and if the result of the elections had been a large return of 
pleaders and mukhtars. According to the Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon, the circular 
does not mean that pleaders and mukhtars should not be at all recommended 
for Commissionerships, and that no Magistrate has taken it in this sense. But 
the writer knows that nearly all the Magistrates have a natural dislike for all

independent pleaders and mukhtars. Be that as it may, the nomination business 


is now over, and the Hon’ble Member’s question will be of no use now.—This 
much is certain, that this year very few pleaders and mukhtars will be found 
among the Commissioners nominated by Government. 

2. The Hon'ble Mr. Cotton’s reply to the Hon’ble Mr. L. Ghosh’s ques- 


tion relating to the conduct of the police in the Basantapur riot case is then 
referred to :— 


The Lieutenant-Governor has done well by ordering an enquiry into the 
conduct of the police. But it is not clear froin the reply given to the question 
whether or not any explanation has been called for from the Magistrate. It 
will not do to make a stable monkey (scapegoat) of the police Sub-Inspector, 
Khairat Ali, for it is impossible to believe that he did away with the papers of 
his own accord and without instructions from the District Superintendent of 
Police. It is also clear from the judgment of the Sessions Judge that the 
District Magistrate himself countenanced the illegal conduct of the police. It 
will not therefore do to punish Khairat Ali alone: the Magistrate and the 
District Superintendent of Police ought also to be punished. It is hoped that 
the Hon’ble Mr. Lal Mohan Ghosh will again put a question on the subject. 


_ 8. The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton’s reply to the Hon’ble Mr. L. Ghosh’s. ques- 
tion regarding the alleged evading by police officers of the provisions of section 
161 of the Criminal Procedure Code, has not been at all satisfactory. It is clear 
from his reply that the Hon’ble Member did not find it convenient to explain 
his meaning more fully. He could not justify the conduct of the olice, nor 
did he set up a defence for it. It looked as if he too was dissatisfied with the 
conduct of the police, though he was constrained not to openly express his 
dissatisfaction. It is hoped that more questions will be put on this. subject.

There are among these half-civilised natives hundreds 
of men who are in every respect, not excepting valorous conduct in emer- 
gencies, superior to the officials who governed India during Lord Lansdowne’s 
administration. ‘There are only two native princes—the Raja of Jhind and the 
Raja of Narsinggar—on the Subscription Committee. But they are not surely 
representatives of their class. This shows that even people possessing so little
